Russian Warships Active. 

PARIS, Nov. 9.—The protected cruisers 
Kagul and Pamiat Merkooria of the Rus- 
sian Biack sea fieet, bombarded the 
straits of Bosporus and the coal depots 
off Eregli on Saturday, according to an 
announcement made at Constantinople 
and forwarded by the correspondent at 
Athens of the Temps.

The movement in behalf of the war 
Orphans of Europe has revealed an inter- 
meting fact—that many individuals have 
been of the same mind in their desire to 
formulate a plan for caring for these 
bereft children, but it has taken the 
general public announcement to bring 
this tolight. Already work hae been done 
for the child wanderers of the war and 
the Chicagoans who have been working 
quietly are much, in sympathy with the 
larger phase of the work. 

No one In Chicago probably has done 
more for the war orphans than Dr. 
George de Tarnowsky. Dr. Tarnowsky 
isa Frenchman, and with a brother and 
a brother-in-law at the front, one sister 
serving as a Red Cross nurse, and an- 
ether, after having given her home to 
the use of the refugees and wounded, de- 
voting her time to the soup kitchens of 
Nice, he has been kept in close touch with 
the war and its horrors, albeit he lives 
across the Atlantic. 

Some little time ago there came to Dr. 
farnowsky an appealing letter from his 
sister, Mme. Margaret Durandy, whose 
husband (now at the front) is a member 
of the French senate. Mme. Durandy 
told of the situation tn Nice, where the 
refugees have gathered in great numbers. 


Gets Friends’ Aid. 

“We are caring for 50,000 refugees and 
Wounded in Nice,’’ she wrote in Septem- 
ber, and this number no doubt has been 
increased greatly. ‘‘ From our own farm 
upin the Alps we are using the milk from 
1530 cows to feed the babies, but this is not 
tmough. Winter is coming and we need 
food and clothes.” 
Dr. Tarnowsky set to work at once. Hs 
Sppealed to friends all over the country 
for money, food, or clothes. Yesterday 
he sent his first check of $400 direct to 
his younger sister, Miss Elizabeth de 
Tarnowsky, who left Chicago in June for 
& visit to her native land and who has 
Temained to serve as a Red Cross nurse, 
now one of those in charge of the concen- 
tration camp at Nice. Woolens and food 
&re going from other sections of the coun- 
try at Dr. Tarnowsky’s solicitation, and 
Some of this already is on the way. 
“But THE TRIBUNE’S plan is eplendid,”’ 
sid Dr. Tarnowsky. ‘I know through 
the experience of my sisters just how 
Sreat is the need of these children. I do 
not like to see the scattering of the Bel- 
Sians, but something must be done to 
fase the suffering of the little folks.

War Separates Families. 
“Bt is dificult for Americans to imag- 
ine the situation abroad,” said Mrs. Wat- 
Son Blair, who returned recently after 
having had much @ifficulty in escaping 
the 'war zone. “‘ Pngland is doing some 
Wonderful work caring for the homeless 
Beigians. 
“England is trying hard to keep the fam- 
iiles together, and this, of course, is what 
tvery one will wish to do, but war inevita- 
bly separates families. One of the Chi- 
€ago women who is working hard for the 
Tefugees is Mrs. Gerard Leigh, wife of 
Capt. Leigh and the former Helen Goudy 
of Chicago.

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ONTARIO CALLS 
FOR 200 ORPHANS 


Small Canada Farms Also 
Offered to Homeless 
War Victims. 


APPEAL TO PROVINCE. 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—To 
relieve to some little extent the burden of 
the homeless Belgians and to add s 
stanch citizenhood of her people, the 
province of Ontario in the near future 
will have the first 200 Belgian children 
orphaned by the war settled in her com- 
fortable homes. 

It is the latest of many proposals which 
has been made and acted upon in Ontario 
for the benefit of the Beigian people. 
The Association of Children's Aid §o- 
cieties of Ontario has informed the On- 
tario government that they are ready to 
place an initial 200 of these motherless 
little ones in good country homes in On- 
tario. It is most likely that the offer of 
the association will be accepted by the 
government, although no reply has yet 
been made:to the request. 


Others Join In. 

The proposal has met with general 
favor all over the province, and local 
societies in various parts of Ontario have 
written stating that they are eager te 
place specific numbers. 

Indeed, it seems Belgian children could 
be placed in Ontario much more readily 
than the native children, so great is the 
sympathy for the Belgian people. Other 
practical schemes are being devised dally 
in this province for the assistance of the 
homeless people. To some extegt there 
is probably a selfish motive that Ontario 
might be able to add to its population 
many of. this industrious and. determined 
race. From six different parts of the 
province have come offers of extensive 


tracta of land. 
The scheme is to subdivide this into 


that for several years they would be 
under no obligation except the maintain- 
ing of themselves. 


Germans Offer Aid. 

Right from the heart of Ontario's Ger- 
man belt, Berlin City, there have been 
offers of this kind, and in the event of 
the bringing out of 200 orphan Belgiap 
children it is quite probable that some 
of them will be fostered in homes of 
which the heads are Germans or of Get- 
man name and ancestry. 

During the last few days Canada has 
forwarded thousands of dollars’ worth 
of clothing and food to the Belgian peo- 
ple, and it is anticipated that on the re- 
turn the ships will bring back Belgians 
to accept her farm land proposals and the 
proposals: of homes for her young chil- 
dren. Ontario sees a future for the in- 
terisive agricultural methods of the Bel- 


ers of the province, who hes made an offer 
of 500 acres of land, says that the offer 
could be duplicated many times over 
throughout the province.

The lives of many of these children were 
very hard. They were beaten, over- 
worked, underfed, abused. On the other 
hand, many families found themselves 
charged with feeble-minded, rickety. 
sickly chidren with . miserable inherit- 
ances. Out. of these abuses grew the 
presem state laws. .

DOMESTICS AS TYPHOID CARRIERS. 
{From the New York Sun.) 

In a recent issue of the Sun the danger from 
hitherto unsuspected sources, the kitchen and 
pantry, was emphasized by citing the fact that 
about 8 per cent of the population of Manila were 
proved cholera carriers, and most of these were 
engaged in handling food. Now comes the an- 
nouncement in the Journal of the American Med- 
cal Association of two epidemics of typhoid fever.

What was 
ot greater interest to local dealers, how- 
“ever, waa the recommended killing of the 
entire herd of 834 blooded cattle which

national dairy show. The estimated value 
“of this herd is $2,000,100. 

The federal quarantine against shipping 
Canadian cattle into the United States 
will have slight effect on the meat supply 
in this country, it is said. During the 
month of September only 26,706 head of 
cattle were imported from the Dominion, 
This represents about one big day's re- 
ceipts at the Chicago stockyards. 


Owners Plan Court Fight. 

The recommendaton of officials of the 
bureau of animal industry that the entire 
dairy show therd be kiled came as a 
‘bombshell explosion among the owners 
of the blooded stock. They held a meet- 

. ing at the Saddle and Sirloin club, raised 
. funds to fight such action by federal or 
state authorities in the courts, and re- 
tained Attorney John 8S Goodwin. 

‘It developed that government officials 
from the outbreak of the disease among 
the dairy show cattle have recommended 
destroying them the same as has been 
done with other infeeted herds. The 


‘HHinols live stock commission and State 


Veterinarian O. E. Dyson, however, have 
favored keeping the dairy show cattle 
under close quarantine, in the hope of 
being able to cure the disease in time. 

It is up to the state authorities to say 
what disposition shall be made of all in- 
fected cattle in Illinois. Thé federal au- 


‘thorities are without police powers within 
-the state. 


Complete Cure Doubted. 

‘Dr. 8. E. Bennett, in charge of the Chi- 
cago office of the bureau of animal indus- 
try, is doubtful as to whether the dairy 
cattle will ever be completely cured. He 
eays animals convalescing from one at- 
tack of foot and mouth disease may be- 
come reinfected and have recurrent at- 
tacks. Cattle are not immune, he says, 
“after once having had the disease. 

Dr. Joseph Hughes, specia! veterinarian 
employed by the owners of the dairy 
show herd, reported that all of the first 
Jot of animals which showed symptoms 
of the diseage have: nearly recovered. 
Dr. M. J. Rosenau of Harvard university 
inspected the diseased cattle during the 
day. Dr. Rosenau is interested in the 
cases from a pathological standpoint. He 
did not take samples of the virus for ex- 
amination, however, for fear of spreading 
the disease. 


Push Cattle to Slaughter. 

Receipts at the larger packing centers 
outside of Chicago tndicate that western 
stock raisers.are rushing their cattle to 
market through fear of having the foot 
and mouth infection break out among 
their animals. 

A new angle of the epidemic was dis- 
covered by federal inspectors in an anti- 
hog cholera serum. Tests of serum found 
at the plant of a Chicago manufacturer 
showed it was infected. Inspectors were 
rughed out to trace all of the shipments 
made from this plaint since Oct. 1. .Some 
of these shipments were made as far west 
as Montana. Theinspectors were ordered 
to destroy all serum found and procure a 
list of farmers to whom it had beén sold.

DR. AUGUST AREND DEAD;

Dr. August Arend, founder of the chain 
of A. Arend drug stores in Chicago, died 
yesterday at his residence, 3966 Lake Park 
avenue. He was 80 years old. 

In August, two years ago, Dr. Arend 
became despondent over ill health and at- 
tempted suicide by leaping overboard 
from a steamer in midiake. The vessel 
was put about and the aged chemist res- 
cued, partially through his own efforts, 
because he swam and kept afloat until 
@ small boat reached him. . At that time 
he said he *“‘ was weary of everything ”’ 
and had written a farewell letter to his 
wife. 

Dr. Arend was born in Cobbens. Ger- 
many. He came to America in 1855 and 
entered bus ness in Philadelphia. On ac- 
count of ili health he came to Chicago in 
1871, when he opened his first drug store 
at Madison street and Fifth avenue, from 
which the present chain of stores has 
grown.

|ceding the date of the general election 
for such offices respectively.” 

Under this provision it is now held the 
primaries: for Superior, Circuit, and Su- 
preme judges could be held three weeks 
before the June election. 


General Law in Conflict. 

But the general law provides that such 
nominations must be certified at least : 
thirty days before the date of the election. 
To comply with this provision of the law 
it would be necessary to hold the judicial 
primaries earlier than ‘three weeks ” 
before the election. The primary law 
does not say “ at least three weeks ” but 
fixes the exact date at precisely three 
weeks before.

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 9.—Pronouncing 
the passage of the Clayton anti-trust bill 
as organized labor's greatest single ac- 
complishment for the last year, the ex- 
ecutive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor presented its annual report 
today to the thirty-fourth convention of 
the organization here. 

Of the Clayton bill the council's state- 
ment says that “ contains the most fund-. 
amental, the most comprehensive enun- 
ciation of industrial freedom, found in any 
legislative act in the history of the 
world,” and that it was obtained through 
“the organized economic power " repre- 
sented by the workers of the United 
States. 

Discussing economic organization as 
the keynote of the federation’s thought 
and effort, the council expressed pride 
in the report of progress transmitted “ at 
a time when most of the civilized coun- 
tries are submerged by a worldwide war,” 
while in the United States “ on every | 
hand the workers are insisting upon the | 
maintenance of organization and resist- 
ance to deterioration of present working 
conditions.”’ 


Helps Mitigate Losses. 

“ Organized labor,” it adds, “ has as- 
sisted the effort to mitigate the industrial 
disorganization and losses entailed by the 
European war.”’ 

** Before the war,’ it continues, “ the 
thought and effort of civilization were 
centered upon the development and glori- 
fication of human life. One life was count- 
ed of infinite value. But since the cata- 
clysm that brought war between the na- 
tions, men are treated as only military |’ 
pawns. Things are valued for their life 
destroying power. Guns are worth more 
than men.”

Commission Names Third Man 
After Managers Wrangle 
for an Hour.

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—

into the ring to battle for a world’s cham- 
ptonship without either knowing who was 
to be the referee. George Duffy finally 
was selected after a long argument. 

For a time earty im the afternoon it 
looked as if the big fight might be called 
off at the last moment because of a dis- 
pute over the referee. Nate Lewis, 
White’s manager, refused to stand for 
Waiter Houlihan, whom Welsh selected 
without consulting any one’s wishes but 
his own. 

Protests Against Houlihan. 

Lewis then hunted up Harry Pollok, 
Welsh's manager, and Chairman Lig- 
inger of the Wisconsin gtate boxing com- 
mission tmmediately on arriving in Mfi- 
waukee. Nate delivered an ultimatum to 


re the effect that there would be no fight 


uniess some one other than Houlihan 
was selected to act as judge. 

Lewis simply took advantege of the law 
which governs boxing in this state. A 
committee rule requires that ang protest 
on a referee must be filed forty-eight 
hours before @ bout is scheduled to start. 
Harry Stout was the official choice for 
referee an@ Welsh’s camp failed to file 
any protest against him. Instead Welsh 
picked Houlihan, with whom he is ac- 
qainted. 

Pleads Long with Managers.

EIGHTH ROUND—The champion 
finally let go for the first time with his 
right, catching White on the ear.

The wheat market chowed a weak tone 
yesterday. There was little change in

OPEN FOR EGG INQUIRY. 


Dealer Tells Official in New York 
How Prices Are Sent Up by Many 
Handlers. | 


New York, Nov. 9.—<All the books of 
Swift & Co. regarding butter and egg 
sales in New York state can now be ex- 
amined by Deputy Attorney General Ken- 
nedy, and the firm hes taken under con- 
sideration the question of permitting the 
exatnination of books in the Chicago of- 
fice, it was announced today by counsel 
for Swift & Co. at the resumption of the 
investigation into the alleged @utter and 
egg monopoly im this city. 

Mr. Kennedy recently threatened te 
gubpeena every employé of the Swift firm 
in thie state if the records were with- 
held. 

The abolition of quotation committees 
by court injunction in 1907 hee caused a 
general increase in the prices paid by the 
consumer, in the opinion of Howard J. 
Runyon of the firm of J. D. Stout & Co., 
who testified today. Mr. Kennedy is try- 
ing to prove that such committees still 
exist, in violation of the law. , 

Henry Dunkek traced the increage in 
prices since 1888, when eggs 801d at whole- 
gale for from 12 to 15 cents adozen. Last 
year, he said, the farmer received only 17 
cents a doscen, while the wholesaler in 
New York paid the middleman in the west 
28% cents, the jobber paid the whole- 
aaler 25 cents, and the retailer gave the 
jobber an average of 28% cents and in 
turn charged the consumer from % to 50 
cents.

Former New York Merchant 
Arraigned in Geneseo, 
N. Y., Court. 


FOUR JURORS PICKED. 


Geneseo, N. Y., Nov. 9.—{Special.]— 
Henry Siegel. once a merchant prince and 
philanthropist of New York and Boston, 
through John B. Stanchfield, his attorney, 
pleaded not guilty this afternoon in the 
County court to.the indictment found in 
New York county charging him with 
grand larceny in connection with the col- 
lapwe of his department store and sav- 
ings bank enterprises.

All of the men live in Livingston county, 
to which the case was transferred when 
Siegel's lawyers got a change of venue 
on the plea that public indignation in New 
York county would preclude « fair trial 
there. 


Defense Favors Farmers. 
That the defense, believing the effort to 
put Siegel in jail will be a “ bookkeeping 


farmer jury unable to cope with the maze 
of figures involved in the Stegel-Vogel 
tangle, was evident both from the pro- 
portion of farmers among the men se 
lected and from men upon whom Siegel's 
local attorneys exercised the right of legal 
challenge. 

Twenty-four men were examined this 
afternoon.
